With to-day's issue of the "Daily" we close up our desks, wipe ^oriai nv.nt!, in ihr K..,ruitv or Arts 
our pens and turn to our books; but we could ill afford to do this' .n:,!,- •„ ., ,;nii.ix un i j . ,,r,, ; ivi. n 
without first having cast a glance over the events of the year, which i '"xt w r.inosday ovpnintr. whrn thr au- 
la now drawing to a finish and which, from the standpoint of activi- 
ties, has already coinc to a close. 

McGill opened its doors last yutumn to a larger number of stu- 
dents than ever before, a number which it had hardly expected and 
with which it was almost unable to cope. The class rooms were filled 
to overflowing .nid the campus was crowded. Conditions soon be- 
came settled huwcvcr, and the minds ut all the students and many of 
the teaohing staff turned to the coming Intercollegiate combats. 

The manner in which McGill acquitted herself is still green in 
the memor>' of most, and the pride which the students took in their 
representatives never abated from the opening whistle of the first 
game to the closing minutes of the final encounter. 

The first Intercollegiate meet to be staged for many >'cars was 
that In Tennis. Many remember how the McGill team travelled to 
Kingston and thence Siuk to ,\lontrial where the games were played. 

In Rugby, the greatest of Intercollegiate sports, the Red and 
White team, coached by a peer of the game, and composed of sterling 
players who made the most of their scientific training won the cham- 
pionahip and the unique honor of never having allowed an opponent 
to score a try against them. The intermediate team was less fortu- 
iMte and lost the play-off, which took place in Toronto, for the cham- 
pionship. 

The achievements of the Track team, another major aggregation, 
were also very noteworthy. McGill decisively defeated her opponents 
and while she broke no records she had little difficulty in winning the 
thle against Toronto and Queens. The Harriers soon afterwards, in 
particularly bad weather, won their meet securing the ehtrd laurel of 
the year. 

In Aquatic sports McGill has made a brilliant showing. The 
Swimming Meet was staged in the Central Y.M.CA. of this city and 
resulted in ii win for Toronto. Akr.ill were leading by the score of 
32 to 31 when the relay race was run off, but this turned the tables 
by adding five points to the credit of the Blue and White. 

In the home and home ganie^i in Water Polo McGill proved her 
superiority bej-ond a doubt and secured the long end of a fourteen 
to one score, the championship and the Hcrshorn Cup which was 
donated this year. 

Few arc unfamiliar with the history of the Hockey and Basket- 
ball series. In both McGill started the season by winning three 
games. In both again they were defeated in Toronto by ^margin of 
one point, and unluckily the two championships were lost in Ottawa. 

The Boxing, Wrestling and Fencing team which represented Mo- 
Gffl at Kingston was unfortunate enough to take third place, but their 
exhibitions have been sah'sfactory to the students who realize that 
they worked hard and well to do their best for the University. 

Within a few short months we will have returned here, we will 
once more be called upon to show our interest in activiries, athieric 
and otherwise. It is to be hoped that great interest will be then 
taken, that McGill will have a record of which she might be as proud 
as that of this year and that success will attend all her endeavors

Dear .Sir: — 
As retiring President of the Mc- 
Utll "Daily - I feel tbat in this the 
final issue for tho year it is permis- 
sible for me to remark upon Its edi- 
torial policy. YcHterriay at iho semi- 
annual meeting of the Students' So- 
ciety reference wa» made to this very 
question. President Nlcbolson point- 
ed out tbat tbo manàgement and con- 
trol of the "Dall/* was entirely In 'the 
hands of the E.xeeutlvc Council and 
that that body had decided to divide 
the editorial matter Into two groups 
so tbat editorials of a radical oc con- 
tro^'ersial nature should comd before 
thent for sanction. ' This plan was 
discussed but a decision was . never 
roarhed. and at Iho present time the 
ptie.stion in t^till an open oiie. 

Qur reader.s are reminded at tho lop 
or the editorial column tliat the "Daily" 
is the official organ of the Students' 
Society and it is governed by tbelr 
executive. Strange as it may seem 
the cditoriul policy is at the present 
time rarely dictated by thta body, but 
in the vast majority of cases, Is loft 
to the Managing board of the "Daily" 
to presuppose ahd 'formulate this po- 
licy for thrni. Obviously <he two will 
not always coincide and both the 
"Daily" management and Llie Council 
are placed in a rather embarrassing 
position. In fact rarely do the execu- 
tive concern themselvea with a discus- 
sion of those matters which they bavo 
seen fit to term radical or controver- 
sial. This Is not a criticism but 
merely a Statement of fact bo that 
what I am about to say will be evid- 
ent 

I am convinced tbat under existing 
conditions the Executive Council of 
the Students' Society must and should 
control ttae editorial policy of the 
"Dally." So long ai^ the paper Is the 
official organ of tlte. Btt^denta its edi- 
torial policy must be an. expression of 
what the majority think and this can 
only result after it has been formally 
discussed at a moeting of their repré- 
sentatives. The plan which Presi- 
dent Nicholson outlined yesterday is 
not from the "DailyV point of view 
entirely practicable. : Wby ahould the 
Managing board formulate tho policy 
and afterwards submit It to thoBo who 
really manage the piMPer/ It Is for 
the ten student representatives to dls- 
cusa and determhie what its policy is 
to be on the various questions, and the 
President of the "Dally" who Is a mem- 
ber of tbat ten as well as Chairman 
of the Managing Board of the "Dally" 
to see that the decisions arrived at find 
outl^ through the editorial columns 
of the paper. I feel that the Council 
will consider this suggestion in the 
same couteous manner tbat they have 
treated all matters this year and It 
adopted it can not but he for the bet- 
terment of the McQlil rpally."
